Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  district  for  the  year  1948. 

On  the  5th  July,  1948,  the  National  Health  Service  Act  1946 
came  into  operation,  and  certain  responsibilities  of  this  Council 
affecting  Diphtheria  Immunisation,  and  some  aspects  of  Infectious 
Disease  control,  became  the  concern  of  the  Area  Health  Committee. 
The  Ambulance  Service  was  also  transferred  on  that  date  to  the 
County  Council. 

Generally  the  health  of  the  district  has  been  good,  and  the  level 
of  Infectious  Disease  has  remained  about  the  same  as  in  1947,  the 
only  exception  being  in  the  case  of  Measles,  where  the  number  of 
notifications  rose  from  51  in  1947  to  108  in  1948.  There  was  also 
an  increase,  from  118  to  130,  in  the  number  of  cases  on  the  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Register  during  the  year. 

Once  more  vital  statistics  for  the  district  compare  very  favour¬ 
ably  with  those  for  the  country  as  a  whole,  the  Death  Rate  and 
the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  being  particularly  good. 

I  should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  Mr.  Rooley  for  his  in¬ 
valuable  help  in  the  work  of  the  Department,  and  also  to  all  other 
members  of  the  staff  for  their  cheerful  and  willing  assistance 
during  the  year  1948.

(a)  Laboratory  Facilities 

As  in  recent  years,  all  laboratory  work  of  the  Council  was  dealt 
with  at  one  of  the  E.M.S.  laboratories.  Specimens  dealt  with 
included  milk,  water,  ice  cream,  throat  swabs,  etc. 
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(b)  Ambulance  Facilities 

The  Council’s  ambulance  service  operated  until  July  5th,  on 
which  date  the  Middlesex  County  Council  undertook  responsibility 
for  the  service.  During  the  period  January  1st  to  July  5th,  228 
journeys  were  carried  out,  involving  a  mileage  of  3,112,  an  average 
of  13.6  miles  per  journey.  The  personnel  attached  to  the  service 
remained  at  two  full-time  drivers  and  about  30  voluntary  atten¬ 
dants. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  a  very  pleasant  social  function  was 
held  at  which  the  Council  expressed  its  gratitude,  and  that  of  the 
district  generally,  to  the  volunteers  for  the  work  they  had  so  ably 
done  since  April,  1945. 

(c)  Nursing  in  the  Home 

Nurse  Flower,  of  269  Mutton  Lane  ;  Nurse  Palmer,  of  19 
Brookside,  South  Mimms  ;  Nurses  Gotthelf  and  Eggles,  of  255 
Mutton  Lane,  and  Nurse  Acason,  St.  Andrews,  Oakmere  Lane, 
were  registered  as  practising  nurses  and  midwives. 

(d)  Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics 

There  are  two  clinics,  one  at  the  Village  Hall,  Potters  Bar,  and 
one  at  the  Welfare  Centre,  Mutton  Lane.  Both  these  centres  are 
under  the  control  of  the  Area  Health  Committee  since  5th  July, 
1948,  and  give  facilities  for  ante-natal,  maternity  and  child  welfare 
and  dental  services. 

(e)  Hospitals 

There  are  three  hospitals  within  the  district,  the  Pawling  Home 
for  children  at  Kitts  End,  the  Potters  Bar  and  District  Hospital, 
Mutton  Lane,  and  the  Clare  Hall  Sanatorium  at  South  Mimms. 
As  from  the  5th  July,  1948,  these  hospitals  are  controlled  by  the 
Group  Management  Committee. 

Lentil  July  5th  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  which  required  removal 
to  hospital  were  sent  to  the  Enfield,  Edmonton  and  Potters  Bar 
Joint  Hospital  at  Winchmore  Hill,  but  with  the  re-grouping  under 
the  National  Health  Service  Act,  cases  from  this  district  are  now 
sent  to  Coppetts  Road  Isolation  Hospital. 

Section  C 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
Water  Supply 

The  district  is  supplied  by  the  Barnet  District  Gas  and  Water 
Company,  and  samples  of  the  water  are  submitted  regularly  for 
examination  by  independent  analysts.  Results  were  highly 
satisfactory.  Only  an  odd  cottage  or  two  are  without  mains  water 
supply,  and  supervision  of  the  few  wells  in  use  is  maintained. 
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Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  Engineer  and  Surveyor  of  the  Council  reports  that  : 

“  The  soil  surface  water  systems  in  the  district  have  proved 
satisfactory  during  the  year,  and  the  minor  improvements 
carried  out  to  alleviate  flooding  have  proved  reasonably  satis¬ 
factory.  The  Council  have  under  consideration  a  number  of 
major  improvements  to  surface  water  drainage  in  certain  areas. 
Both  the  Potters  Bar  and  South  Mimms  Disposal  Works  con¬ 
tinue  to  function  satisfactorily  in  spite  of  increased  loads  due 
to  recent  housing  development.” 

Public  Cleansing 

The  Engineer  reports  : 

“  An  extension  of  the  existing  scheme  has  been  effected 
during  the  year  by  the  establishment  of  a  weekly  collection  of 
salvage  and  refuse  from  the  main  business  and  shopping  areas, 
and  the  Council  are  at  present  considering  the  extension  of  this 
scheme  to  the  remainder  of  the  district.  Within  the  terms  of 
the  exisiting  contract  the  refuse  and  salvage  collections  have 
been  satisfactory,  and  the  quantity  of  salvage  collected  has 
increased. 

The  scheme  for  kitchen  waste  collection  has  been  revised 
during  the  year  for  an  experimental  period,  and  is  operating 
reasonably  satisfactorily.” 

Factories  Act  1937 

In  accordance  with  Section  128  of  the  Factories  Act  1937, 
particulars  of  factories,  and  action  taken  under  the  Factories  Act 
1937,  have  been  forwarded  to  the  Minister  of  Labour  and  National 
Service.  Extracts  from  the  report  are  : 

(a)  Inspections 

275  inspections  were  made  in  respect  of  the  61  premises  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  the  Act.  In  two  instances  it  was  found  that 
the  sanitary  accommodation  provided  was  insufficient,  and  in  two 
others  the  accommodation  was  unsuitable  or  defective.  After 
service  of  notices,  these  defects  were  remedied. 

(b)  Outworkers 

103  premises  where  outwork  was  carried  on  were  notified  in 
Employers’  Lists.  Inspections  were  carried  out  and  conditions 
found  to  be  satisfactory.

Diphtheria  Immunisation 

During  1948,  11  clinics  were  held,  at  which  265  children  under 
5,  and  54  over  5  received  immunisation.  To  these  figures  must  be 
added  those  of  children  immunised  by  the  private  doctors  in  the 
district. 

The  “  boost  ”  scheme  was  continued,  and  3  clinics  were  arranged 
at  which  280  children  received  the  invigorating  dose.

ANALYSIS  UNDER  AGE  GROUPS  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 
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REPORT  OF  THE  SENIOR  SANITARY  INSPECTOR 


Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  seventh  Annual  Report. 

An  important  feature  of  the  year  was  the  Council’s  initiative  in 
setting  in  motion  a  local  campaign  for  a  higher  standard  of  hygiene 
in  the  food  shops  of  the  district.  In  co-operation  with  representa¬ 
tives  of  the  food  trades  the  foundations  were  laid  for  the  Potters 
Bar  Hygienic  Food  Traders’  Guild,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  a 
Committee  had  been  formed  and  Codes  of  Practice  were  beine 
drafted. 

Further  investigations  in  connection  with  pollution  of  water¬ 
courses  proceeded,  and  five  more  premises,  including  a  farm,  were 
connected  to  the  Public  Sewer  for  the  first  time.  The  schemes 
included  the  abolition  of  insanitary  and  overflowing  cesspools  and 
the  provision  of  water  closets. 

Rehousing  continued  as  a  part  of  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 
Department,  and  so  often  are  matters  of  public  health  found  to  be 
linked  with  housing  conditions  that  the  Council’s  decision  to  co¬ 
ordinate  these  subjects  in  one  Department  can  be  regarded  as 
sound  and  in  the  best  interests  of  those  still  in  need  of  accommoda¬ 
tion.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Ministry  of  Health  asked 
for  a  further  revision  of  waiting  lists  in  order  to  ascertain  the 
extent  of  duplication  of  applications  on  more  than  one  list,  but  at 
the  time  of  writing  central  results  are  not  available.  Locally,  a 
reduction  of  about  20%  was  achieved. 

Routine  work  such  as  Rodent  Control,  Food  Inspection  and 
housing  maintenance,  etc.,  went  on  as  usual,  and  I  would  like  to 
join  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  thanking  the  staff  for  their 
efficient  and  willing  support  through  the  year.  Incidentally,  it  is 
interesting  to  note  that  1948  was  the  first  year  of  my  service  with 
the  Council  in  which  there  was,  throughout  the  year,  a  full  com¬ 
plement  of  staff  in  all  posts  of  the  Department.

HOUSING 


In  1948,  88  new  Council  properties  were  occupied  and  54  other 
changes  of  tenancy  occurred.  These  were  largely  as  a  result  of  the 
Council’s  policy  of  encouraging  families  with  children  to  transfer 
to  larger  properties,  leaving  the  prefabricated  bungalows  and 
small  flats  for  those  without  children.  The  Brookside  estate  of  30 
bungalows  was  completed,  and  in  the  summer  a  garden  competition 
was  organised  for  the  tenants.  It  was  quite  successful,  but  probably 
a  few  more  months  in  occupation  would  have  given  most  of  the 
tenants  a  better  opportunity  to  make  a  good  show. 

As  mentioned  in  the  report  for  1947,  a  Halfway  House  at  Park- 
side,  Richmond  Road,  was  established,  and  by  August  families 
were  accommodated.  In  the  period  to  the  end  of  the  year  11 
families  were  housed  there,  and  5  other  “  Ejectment  ”  cases  were 
housed  directly  into  Council  property. 

Minor  adjustments  were  again  made  to  the  Points  Scheme,  but 
the  general  principles  of  allocation  remain  unaltered.  Highest 
priority  was  given  to  statutory  overcrowding  and,  in  all,  eight  such 
cases  were  relieved. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  a  start  was  made  with  the  Ministry  of 
Health’s  revision  of  waiting  lists.  Full  results  of  this  will  not  be 
known  until  next  year. 

As  licensing  procedure  for  repairs  to  property  was  relaxed  it 
became  possible  to  devote  more  attention  to  informal  action  under 
the  Housing  Acts.  Many  arrears  from  the  war  years  remain, 
however,  and  the  question  of  rent  levels  of  private  dwelling 
houses  must  receive  attention  before  owners  can  be  expected  to 
co-operate  in  making  their  houses  fit  in  every  respect. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 
(a)  Milk  Supply 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  five  Tuberculin  Tested  Pro¬ 
ducers,  six  Accredited  and  eight  other  Producers  in  the  district. 
Applications  for  other  designated  licences  were  pending.  In 
addition,  there  were  four  retailers  dealing  with  milk  not  produced 
within  the  district,  and  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations) 
Regulations  there  were  five  dealers’  and  six  supplementary 
licences  in  force,  authorising  the  sale  of  designated  milks. 

During  the  year  100  milk  samples  were  taken  and  454  visits 
and  inspections  made  to  farms  and  dairies.  Results  of  the  samples 
were  again  less  satisfactory  than  in  previous  years,  but  most  of 
the  failures  occurred  with  non-designated  milks.  A  summary  of 
the  results  is  shown  in  the  table  below. 
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A  scheme  of  complete  re-drainage,  including  connection  to  the 
sewer,  was  carried  out  at  one  farm,  but  it  is  to  be  regretted  that 
it  is  not  possible  to  do  this  work  at  all  farms  since  the  public 
sewers  do  not  normally  serve  the  areas  where  the  farms  are 
situated. 

Although  the  County  Council  is  the  licensing  Authority  for  the 
production  of  designated  milks,  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  maintains  a  close  liaison  with  the  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  at  times  of  issue  or  renewal  of  licences.

(b)  Meat  and  other  Foods 

During  1948,  76  visits  in  connection  with  the  inspection  of  meat 
and  other  foods  were  made,  resulting  in  the  surrender  of  the  food 
shown  in  the  accompanying  table.  In  addition,  155  inspections  of 
food  premises,  street  vendors’  vehicles,  bakehouses,  etc.,  were 
made.  As  was  envisaged  in  last  year’s  report  it  was  found  possible 
to  devote  more  time  to  the  inspection  of  food  premises,  and  towards 
the  end  of  the  year  a  Public  Meeting  was  arranged  by  the  Council 
to  inaugurate  a  Food  Hygiene  Campaign.  This  resulted  in  the 
formation  of  a  Food  Hygiene  Committee  on  which  all  Food  Trades 
were  represented,  and  which  in  turn  led  to  the  setting  up  of  the 
Potters  Bar  Hygienic  Food  Traders’  Guild  on  the  lines  of  the 
Guildford  Scheme.  The  Guild  is  served  by  an  Advisory  Committee, 
on  which  the  Council,  all  Food  Trades,  and  other  interested  bodies 
such  as  the  School  Meals  service  are  represented. 
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Following  the  introduction  of  the  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment) 
Regulations  a  programme  of  routine  sampling  was  introduced  to 
cover  retailers  and  manufacturers  in  the  district.  Grading  results 
of  the  samples  were  not  particularly  encouraging,  although  the

DISINFECTIONS 


Disinfection  of  premises  and  effects  following  cases  of  infectious 
disease  was  carried  out  at  28  properties.  Formalin  solution  or 
vapour  generators  were  usually  employed,  and  where  steam  dis¬ 
infection  was  required  for  bedding  and  other  household  effects 
arrangements  were  made  for  the  use  of  plant  at  Wellhouse  Hospital 
or  Clare  Hall  Sanatorium. 

Other  disinfections  at  the  request  of  medical  practitioners  or 
following  deaths  were  carried  out  in  10  cases. 


Disinfestations 

Three  houses  were  fumigated  for  bug-infestation  during  the 
year.  Other  properties  were  treated  for  infestations  of  fleas  and 
ants,  and  on  several  occasions  precautionary  spraying  against  flies 
and  other  insects  was  carried  out.  D.D.T.  is  the  preparation 
mostly  used. 


EMERGENCY  SERVICES 
Vitamins  for  Children 

The  Public  Health  Department  continued  to  act  as  a  distributing 
centre  for  fruit  juices,  vitamins,  etc.  The  distribution  of  supplies 
to  other  centres  from  bulk  stores  is  also  done  by  the  Department.
